International  Study  on  Mathematics  and 
Science  Education 

In  May,  150  Alberta  schools  participated  in  the 
Third  International  Mathematics  and  Science  Study 
(TIMSS).  The  assessment  of  mathematics  and 
science  achievement  was  administered  in 
55  elementary  schools  to  one  Grade  3 and  one 
Grade  4 class  in  each  school;  and  in  55  junior  high 
schools  to  one  Grade  7 and  one  Grade  8 class,  in 
each  school.  In  50  senior  high  schools,  a sample 
of  the  general  student  population  in  Grade  12 
participated,  as  well  as  students  in  Mathematics  31 
and  Physics  30.  Students  and  teachers  from  all 
provinces  and  territories  of  Canada  took  part  in  this 
study.  A report  will  be  provided  on  the  Alberta 
results,  and  the  Alberta  results  will  also  be  used  as 
part  of  the  Canada  results. 

Students  did  multiple  choice  questions,  short 
written  explanations  and  problems.  Some  students 
designed  and  did  experiments  or  solved  problems, 
using  mathematics  and  science  equipment.  The 
students  also  provided  information  about  their 
interests.  Teachers  and  principals  provided 
information  about  the  curriculum,  resources  and 
teaching  practices  in  their  classrooms  and  schools. 
This  study  will  contribute  significantly  to  our  current 
picture  of  mathematics  and  science  education  in 
Canada  and  other  nations.  The  study  is  sponsored 
by  the  International  Association  for  the  Evaluation 
of  Educational  Achievement  (lEA).

CTS  Program  Update 

In  September  1995,  570  modules  from 
19  strands  are  scheduled  to  be  available  for 
optional  implementation  in  Alberta  schools.  Six 
new  strands  were  recently  approved: 
Cosmetology,  Energy  and  Mines,  Fabrication 
Studies,  Fashion  Studies,  Management  and 
Marketing,  and  Mechanics.  In  addition,  new 
modules  on  safety  and  leadership  have  been 
approved  for  the  Career  Transitions  strand. 
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The  Guide  to  Standards  and  Implementation  for 
each  of  these  new  strands  is  being  distributed 
to  superintendents  and  members  of  the 
Communication  Network  who  request  them. 

The  guides  contain  the  philosophy,  strand 
organization,  planning  for  instruction,  module 
learner  expectations,  draft  assessment  tools, 
linkages/transitions,  a Learning  Resource 
Guide  section,  and  a Sample  Student  Learning 
Guide  section. 

Assessment  criteria,  conditions  and  tools  have 
been  drafted  for  selected  modules  in  the 
13  strands  approved  for  September  1994  or 
earlier.  These  drafts,  as  well  as  revised,  colour 
coded,  replacement  pages  for  the  Learning 
Resource  Guide  for  each  strand,  are  scheduled 
for  distribution  in  June  1995. 

All  strands  will  be  presented  at  four  no-host 
workshops  in  Lethbridge  (June  5 and  6), 

Peace  River  (June  12  and  13),  Edmonton 
(June  19  and  20),  and  Calgary  (June  27  and 
28).  These  workshops  are  to  help  teachers  and 
administrators  plan  for  implementation  and 
share  recent  revisions  to  assessment  standards 
and  tools.  Each  half-day  session  will  review 
one  strand.  Participants  will  receive  a copy  of 
the  curriculum  documents.  Also,  materials  will 
be  available  to  assist  in  program  planning, 
improving  linkages  with  core  and 
complementary  programs,  and  workplace  and 
post-secondary  transitions.  A set  of  the 
approved  learning  resources  will  be  available 
for  review.

Revised  Word  Processors  Draft  Policy 

There  is  a new  draft  policy  governing  the  use  of 
word  processors  in  the  written  parts  of  the 
diploma  examinations  in  English  30,  English  33, 
Frangais  30  and  Social  Studies  30.  The  use  of 
word  processors  was  first  piloted  province-wide 
in  the  January  1995  examination  administration, 
following  three  years  of  development  and  local 
piloting  in  selected  schools.  Current  revisions 
to  the  earlier  draft  policy  are  designed  to 
address  problems  that  arose  in  January  1995. 
The  policy  is  intended  to  enable  examination 
writing  conditions  that  closely  reflect  students’ 
usual  means  of  producing  extended  written 
work  in  school.

A valuable  new  resource  on  gender 
socialization  is  being  released  across  Canada. 
Raising  Young  Voices:  A Discussion  Kit  (the 
Kit)  is  designed  to  promote  gender  equity  at 
home  and  at  school  and  to  increase  the 
self-esteem  and  social  well-being  of  girls  and 
women. 

The  Kit  is  supported  by  the  Minister  of 
Education  and  the  Minister  Responsible  for 
Women’s  Issues.  It  is  available  to  parents, 
teachers  and  school  administrators  involved  in 
Kindergarten  to  Grade  12  programs.  This 
resource  is  appropriate  for  professional 
development,  conference  sessions,  inservices, 
and  staff  and  parent  advisory  meetings.
